Fruit Growers Optimistic 

Peach and grape growers appear 
to take an optimistic view as to any 
probable damage to the various 
fruit crops in this vicinity py the 
severe wind and sand storm of last 
Thursday night, although from all 
reports, there has been more or less 
damage done to the Sultana raisin 
crop, which was caught at just the 
right time to do the most harm. 
There are some growers estimating 
a 50 per cent loss to the south and 
east in the more sandy districts; 
jagain, others claim perhaps a 20 
{per cent loss, and say even that may 
be reduced by re-pruning the growth 
so that a second crop might be 
forthcoming. This, however, is still 
in an experimental stage, but is be- 
ing tried out by a number of the 
large growers, and it is hoped that 
the experiment may prove successful. 
There is no fruit that can be well 
|spared in these days of conserva- 
tion and need of increased produc- 
tion. The wine grapes appear to 
have escaped the worst, being still 
a little too early to be much af- 
fected. The Berger variety, in some

Another interesting letter, written 
from Brooklyn, N. Y., April 10th, has 
been received by Mr. and Mrs. W. 
R. Anderson, of 8th street, from their 
son, William B. Anderson, now 
training in the U. S. navy and at 
present located in Brooklyn. This 
letter, the young man writes, may 
possibly be the last one to the home 
folks before he “goes across,’ and 
may be of interest to the many 
friends here in this community. The 
letter follows: 

“Your welcome letter received yes- 
terday and should have answered 
last night, but there was a vaude- 
ville show and all the lights turned 
out and they used the spotlight, so 
I had no light to write by. But I 
was sure glad to get the letter. Say, 
I am feeling fine now; I weigh 168 
pounds; some man, I think; if i 
feel as good for a week more, I will 
surely weigh 175. What do you say, 
I am getting so good at drilling that 
I was one of those picked out to 
march in that “big Liberty Loan pa- 
rade, Third loan’; you know, third 
Liberty Loan. I am one of the spe- 
cial parade bunch. Last Saturday 
we paraded in Brooklyn, N. Y., with 
about 200 of us sailors, about 500 
soldiers and about 200 Red Cross 
nurses. All of the ones who drilled 
or paraded were the picked ones 
out of thousands, so you ought to 
fel proud of your son. (Cirls? Oh 
my, yes! lots of them; they all fall 
for us sailors. Monday we paraded 
Broadway, N. Y. City, and in New- 
ark, N. J. We were surely re- 
ceived! People from miles around 
gathered to see us parade. Mounted 
police rode ahead to keep everythings 
out of the way. Cars stopped, all 
the streets reserved for us and peo- 
ple way up in those’ skyscrapers 
cheering and yelling and bands play- 
ing, flags flying. Oh, my! something 
wondertul, believe me. Moving pic- 
tures were taken of us, so you ail 
can see us in the movies.
